Food — we all eat It. Whether It’s bacon for 
breakfast or lettuce for lunch. We all eat something. 

It is estimated that in Britain this year alone we will spend 
over £75 billion on food. So imagine the savings that could be 
made if we simply gave it up. In a single year there would be 
enough money saved to build 37,000 hospitals, or to buy well 
over three million Variety Club ‘Sunshine Coaches*.

Someone in a food shop. Will the shelves be empty in a few years time? 


Over the years we have all 
heard reports of perfectly 
healthy people who eat nothing 
at all. There was the Australian 
Aborigine who hadn’t eaten 
for fifty years who recently 
celebrated his 140th birthday. 
Or the story from Peru about 
the young child who fell down 
a well in 1938 and emerged 
forty years later a fully grown 
man, despite having had no 
food at all. And closer to home 
it is said that pop star Cliff 
Richard remains young by 
fasting all year round. 


what about the facts? Scientists 
need concrete evidence before 
they begin to bum the cookery 
books. So we decided to carry 
out an experiment of our own 
to see exactly how long the 
human body can survive 
without food. 

PERSON B 

We used two people in our 
experiment — person A and 
person B. We allowed person 
A to eat as much food as they 
wanted, but allowed person B 
no food at all. Alter 2 hours 


we asked them both to comp¬ 
lete a crossword puzzle. Then, 
2 hours later, we invited them 
to play Space Invaders. Half- 
an-hour later we had to stop 
the experiment when person 
B remembered he had to go to 
the bank and left in a hurry. 

MEALS 

So we decided to take our 
experiment onto the streets to 
see what you, the public, 
thought.

without food, he said “no”. 

PIE 

Factory worker Eric Dunn 
had just purchased a steak & 
kidney pie at the bar. When 
we asked him whether he’d 
like to try and do without the 
pie he became abusive and we 
were forced to leave. 

NEARBY 

Later the manageress of a 
nearby bakers shop admitted 
that her business would suffer 
if people stopped buying food 
altogether. But she refused to 
comment any further, and 
then asked us to leave as there 
was a queue of customers 
building up behind us.

Nothing lasts forever—and 
food is certainly no excep¬ 
tion. And whether we need 
it or not, we may find our¬ 
selves having to do without 
food sooner than we think. 

BREAD 

For experts predict that the 
Earth’s food stocks will have 
started to run out by the 
turn of the century. And by 
the year 2200, supermarket 
shelves around the world 
will be completely empty. 
Food items that we all take 
for granted, like bread, 


sausage rolls and frozen 
pizzas will be like gold dust 
to our grandchildren. 

HAM 

And as supplies run out, so 
the prices will soar. A tin of 
cooked ham costing 60p 
today could fetch a stag¬ 
gering £100,000 if it were 
auctioned in 75 years time. 
And as food becomes more 
expensive, so people will 
have to find alternative 
things to eat. 

Scientists have already 
started looking for the foods 


of the future. They believe 
that cork, rubber and card¬ 
board boxes could soon 
be part of our regular diet. 
In contrast, researchers In 
the USSR believe that by 
the year 3000 humans will 
be leading a strange worm 
-like existance, living 
underground and eating 
soil. 

WORMS 

We tried eating soil to see 
what life would be like in 
the year 3000. But we got 
diarrhoea.
